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charges of receiving stolen 
property. 

According to the U.S. attor- 
ney’s office, the property in 
question was a mailing list 
that vanished one night from 
the offices of a rival conserva- 
tive group, the Liberty Lobby. 

The indictment charges that 
Dr William Pierce, editor-in- 
chief of the publications of the 
National Youth Alliance, 
♦‘with intent to defraud, re- 
ceived property of Liberty 
Lobby . . . consisting of a 
mailing list, which has been 
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says the mailing list is valued 
at “more than $100.” 

According to Liberty Lobby, 
one of the largest conservative 
lobbies on Capitol Hill, 
Pierce's group used the mail- 
ing list to send “poison pen" 
letters to its own adherents 
criticizing the heads of Lib- 
erty Lobby. 

Although the two' groups 
were once allied, the National 
Youth Alliance, an outgrowth 
of Youth for Wallace, parted 
company last year in an in- 
ternal feud.
